THE CRISIS IN FORMOSA. 


THE CHINESE -PLENIPOTENTIARY, 
Shanghai, Mey 28, 

Taotai Li Chin-forg has shown a -dis- 
inclination to proceed on his mission to 
‘Formosa, and would prafer that the Japanese 
should firat suppress the present revolt; but 
counter offers have been made {o proceed to 
the island, or the Pencadores, on board o 
Japanese man-of-war, and thero formally 
make the required transfer, Tho reet will 
lie with the Japaneag, and Wwe may 05 quite 
content that their monsuros will-be short, 
sharp and decisive, end that the existence of 
tho new-born Republic will be brief, 

It is reported in‘native official dircles at 
this port+that Li Ohin-fong applied on 
Saturday last to the Sbanghal Taotat for a 
force of one hundred foraign-drilled , mop, 
detached from the Shanghai territurial 
garrison, to accompany him to Formosa as a 
‘ody guard, tt seems, however, that when. 
the. call wae mado for volunteers from the 
three battalions constituting the garrison to 
go on this expedition, only forty could be 
found willing, notwithstandiag the prospeata 
of large additional pay.—Datly News.

THE YENOHENG OUTRAGE, : 

Your correspondent had an intorvidw on 
Saturday last-with the flve native colpor- 
teura of the American Bible Mociety, wha 
were arrested at Yenchenghaion in this 
provinces and confived for threa. weeks in 
the misorable gaol of that city, - Thoy 
returned to Nanking: the middle of fast 
week. Late in March Mr Stophongon, tho 
local ugent of the American Bible Soaiaty, 
left this city with a number af colportours 
for a trip through the northaastorn part.of - 
the province. At T'siohow he was forbid: 
den by the officials to land, They.‘ sere 
‘unable to nrotect him,’ ats. At Tungttal 
he waa similarly treated and a mob of 
several hondrad men followed him some 
milos frou the city. Some of tho colpor- 
teurs had previonsly left him to go bya 
different route to Yonchonghsion, and after 
leaving Tungt‘ai two others slso separated 
from bim to moot their companions accord- 


ng to previogs arrangement, while Mr 


Stephenson returned to Nanking by a third’ 
route, The first group of colporteurs . 
reached Yenchong on the 6th of April and 
sold books for four days in the etreots of 
the oity ontirely unmolested. On Thursday, 
the Sth, they were joined. by their com-? * 
panions from Tangl‘ai ond ontinuad thoir 
work until Sunday,. They affirm that tha 
people wora as friendly as possible ond 
their work waa in n0 way intorfered with. 
On Sunday at midnight, withont aby warn- 
ing, a crowd of Yamén runners and # guard 
of soldiers suddenly entered the inn where 
they ware stopping and arrested them, to- 
gether with the inn-keeper.

Since then, poace reigned for 
more than ten yeers till ‘the war with China 
broke out last year, whon you stood ap ‘at 
our single command, and, persevering in the 
severe heat and extremy cold, you exerted 
yourselves jateraaily for the defence of the 
country and externally for attacking tho 
enemy, On‘ land and gen, your achisva.
